Yarborough was engaged in a 
law suit involving the states of 
Texas and New Mexico and came 
to Austin to confer with the at­ 
torney general, James V. Allred. 
Although Allred had never >een 
him before, he was so impressed 
with the young attorney’s know­ 
ledge of land law that he offered 
him a position as assistant at­ 
torney general and Yarborough 
accepted. The Yarboroughs mov­ 
ed to Austin on Aoril 1, 1931. 
As an assistant attorney gener­ 
al, Yarborough represented 
the 
state in several famous land suits. 
In the Mid-Kansas case he re­ 
covered $1.063,500 for the state, 
and In the Magnolia Petroleum 
Comoany case he established the 
state's vested interest in oil and 
gas royalties on 3.9 million acres 
of land. He also wrote the opin­

1935, which established 
the state’s authority to lease the 
tidelands for oil development.
